Amsterdam, July 24.—Germany has made suggestion to 
Spain for a peace conference, says the Socialists Vorwerts of 
Berlin. 
Six suggestions are made as follows: 
Germany wants no annexation or indemnities in the west. 
Peace treaties with Russia and Roumania 
may 
not 
be 
questioned. 
The principle of self determination of peoples may be settled 
at a conference, as may be Belgium’s fate. 
The Balkan question to be settled at a conference. 
Freedom of seas, dismantling of Gibraltar, Suez, and open 
coaling stations for Germany are demanded. 
The colonial question to be settled on the basis of the status 
quo. 


The term s “Status Quo” regarding the colonial question used 
by the Germans are believed to mean the status quo ante bellum, 
which is taken to mean that Germany wants all her colonial pos­ 
sessions returned to her.

County farm dem onstration agents 
w ithin the d ra ft age should not be 
called into the m ilitary service until 
all available m anpow er has been taken 
from such useless occupations as por­ 
ters, w aiters in restau ran ts or hotels, 
chauffeurs, drivers of pleasure cars 
and personal servants and 
women 
should not be asked to go to the fields 
and help in planting, cultivating and 
gathering the crops of the nation un­ 
til all able-bodied creatures of both 
the farm s and the cities have 
been 
made to get busy under the work or 
fight order, declared Clarence Ousley, 
a ssistan t secretary of agriculture, in 
an interesting address before the coun­ 
ty farm and 
home 
dem onstration 
agents in annual session a t A. and M. 
college today. 
Texas will have very 
little difficulty in gathering her crops 
this year, due largely to decreased 
production on account of tho drouth, 
Mr. Ousley said, and the people of the 
w heat belt and other sections of the 
country had shown the patriotic spirit 
by leaving th• ■ ir work in the towns and 
going out and helping the farm ers 
save their crops, so vital to the suc­ 
cess of the nation in prosecuting the 
war. 
Mr. Ousley -aid he had tried to con- 
% ince the w ar departm ent and especial­ 
ly the app* als board at W ashington 
of the prim e im portance to the success 
of agriculture of the men engaged as 
farm dem onstrators and other agricul­ 
tural leaders, he having asked deferred 
classification for those w ithin 
the 
d ra ft age and while he had encouraged 
the men thus engaged to stay w ith the 
farm dem onstration work as a means 
of rendering a larg er service to the 
nation than they could 
in bearing 
arm s he felt th a t he should no longer 
urge the men to rem ain in this work 
if they feel it th eir duty to take up 
arm s. 
Hi' will not interfere with the 
work of the w ar departm ent if in a 
r< classification of the men of draft 
age the agents of the departm ent of 
agriculture are put in classes one and 


thus m ade eligible for im m ediate m ili­ 
tary duty. 
“ But we will m eet 
the 
situation 
^somehow, even if some of our agents 
are called to the colors,’' Mr. Ousley 
said. “The A m erican farm er has done 
w onderful things. 
L ast year in the 
m idst of decreased labor a n d ' other 
difficulties he increased his acreage 
by 23,(HK),OOO acres and in 1918 under 
still g re a te r handicaps he increased 
his acreage by 9,000,000 acres over 
1917. 
And Canada, which has sent 
: 500,000 troops to F ranee from a popu­ 
lation of 7,000,000, has increased her 
I food production every year. 
France, 
a fte r the hardship and suffering of 
four years of w ar, has a larger and 
; b etter w heat crop th is ^ e a r than last, 
while E ngland, a fte r sacrificing and 
suffering under four years 
of w ar, 
1 hopes fo r a crop this year th a t will 
■ surpass those of pre-w ar tim es, or four 
! tim es th a t of last year. 
“There are a lot of people in this 
country who think the w ar will be over 
in 90 days,” Mr. Ousley 
continued, 
i “and while I do not know the psycholo- 
{gy of the G erm an or A ustrian mind, 
tho m ilitary opinion of this country is 
th a t we are in for a five-year war. 
Our m ilitary experts would have been 
content w ith this y ear’s achievem ents 
of the allies had we m anaged to save 
jonly P aris and the channel ports and 
[while things are looking more hopeful 
ju st now all th at we can say is th at 


I we have stopped the Germ ans. 
If 
G erm any can hold R ussia, which is a 
I veritable storehouse of w heat and wool 
j and exploit it, we had as well dism iss 
all thought of starving G erm any out, 
for we can’t do it.

“And we m ust not be too conf.dent 
[of the resu lt of our own participation 
in the w ar. 
Of course we are going 
to prove the final facto r in winning- 
[ the w ar but we m ust not claim too 
much credit for ourselves. 
Of course 
it w as the American troops which en­ 
abled the allies to save P aris and the 
channel ports but we m ust rem em ber 
th at it was England and France and 


I Italy who saved the U nited S tates for 
four years and had it not been for the 
g reat success of the B ritish navy in 
tran sp o rtin g and convoying 13,000,000 
troops to the various battle fields w ith 
the loss of only 27 tran sp o rts and con­ 
voys we would be the subjects of the 
kaiser today.” 
Mr. Ousley said it is regarded as a 
social sin for anyone in England, w’ho 
is not ill or crippled, to keep a ser­ 
vant now and he hopes the sam e spirit 
will pervade A m erica so as to release 
all form s of non-essential labor for 
essential purpo.-es.

DUTIES ARE EXPLAINED. 
Explanation of the duties of the pub­ 
lic service reserve which is an integral 
part of the United States employment 
service, are explained in the federal 
employment service bulletin by Wil­ 
liam E. Hall, national director of the 
reserve, as follows: 
“ I. To furnish directly to the army, 
navy and other governmental depart­ 
ments men of specified training. 
“2. To recruit generally skilled and 
unskilled labor for war industries. 
In 
the districts where there are no em­ 
ployment offices to both recruit and 
distribute labor under direction of the 
employment service. 
“3. 
To register men in 
specified 
trades in which we know that there 
will be a demand in order that they 
may readily be furnished when needed 
by the industries engaged in manufac­ 
turing war materials. 
“4. 
To assist in transferring men 
who are working in nonessent ial occu­ 
pations to those industries which are 
essential. 
“5. Through its county directors and 
enrollment agents to prevent ruinous 
recruiting among the war industries 
by reporting to the federal director 
for the state any wrongful methods 
employed in that respect such as ac­ 
tivities of private labor scouts. 


TO PROMOTE ASSOCIATIONS.

Through its agents to act as 
the promoter in organizing community 
associations of employers, employment 
managers and representatives of wage 
earners, to bring about a reduction of 
turnover of labor and the cessation of 
indiscriminate labor recruiting.”

The call went out several days ago 
for the negroes to appear here yes­ 
terday to report and they were enter­ 
tained last night at Parsons park with 
a picnic the understanding being that 
it was to be free. 
Some of the en­ 
tertainm ent however, was not free, and 
the boys got to pushing, perhaps feel­ 
ing that they had not been treated 
right. 
At any rate there was trouble 
and eight of them were placed in the 
cooling room at the county jail 
to 
await roll call this morning. One of 
them was heard to complain that he 
was hungry, not having 
had 
any 
breakfast because of his incarceration 
They were released in time to be lined 
up and answer roll call, which took 
place on Main 
and 
Twenty-sixth 
streets, in front of the office of the 
exemption board. 
Around them was 
a big crowd of negroes, some of the 
women giving vent to their grief rn 
loud tones, but most of them bearing

I have always been an adm irer of 
the A. and M. college and a supporter 
of everything intended to increase its 
usefulness and efficiency as I consid­ 
er it one of the greatest assets the 
Texas people have, but there is yet 
room for .spreading out and making 
it of even greater benefit to the peo­ 
ple and should you elect me to the 
state senate it will be my purpose to 
study its needs and to consult with 
those w’ho are better acquainted with 
the details and then to work for it in 
the senate.

Women and boys, as well as 
men beyond the draft age who would 
like to equip themselves for render­ 
ing a public service during the wrar 
are nivited to consider this char­ 
acter

work,

'finding competent persons to 
man­ 
age community canning plants estab­ 
lished under the auspices of the ex­ 
tension service. 
While all sorts of food products will 
be canned at this special demonstra­ 
tion school, emphasis will be laid upon 
the canning of meats and sweet pota­ 
toes, as the bulk of the fresh fruits 
and vegetables of this season have 
already been canned. 
A whole beef 
will be canned by the class showing 
just how to put up every portion of 
the meat from such animal. 
In addition the canning plant is be­ 
ing used this week by the instructor 
in canning in the farm ers’ 
short 
course and the extension workers in 
the canning industry will employ the 
plant as a laboratory for testing out 
new' methods from time to time. Two 
types of canning outfits are embodied 
in this plant, one for large communi­ 
ties and one for small ones.
